This feature of the new' law 
is retroactive, and all awards of Ii 
(compensation for disability to ex -i 
I service men heretofore made are 
being increased to the new basis. 
Checks for compensation at the in­ 
creased rate from the date of the 
original awards are now being dis­ 
tributed by the Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance.

Compensation is payable, howev­ 
er in cases where the reduction in 
earning capacity is rated at IO 
per cent or more. 
A service man 
who has received a permanent in­ 
jury is not penalized for his suc­ 
cess in overcoming its handicap. 
The disability ratings are based 
on average impairments of earn­ 
ing capacity, and these ratings are 
revised by the Bureau of War Risk 
Insurance from time to time in ac­ 
cordance with actual 
experience. 
Besides the monthly 
cash 
pay­ 
ments of compensation, the amend­ 
ment provides that men disabled 
as the results of their w'ar ser­ 
vices shall be furnished all govern­ 
mental hospital, .surgical and med­ 
ical treatment and with supplies, 
such as wheeled chairs, artificial 
limbs and similar appliances, us 
(the Director of the Bureau may, 
determine to be reasohably neces­ 
sary. 
Awards 
of 
compensation for 
temporary partial disability aqd 
for permanent partial disability 
are made on a sliding .scale, using 
the amounts payable for temporary 
total disability and total perman­ 
ent disability as a basis.

Increased Class of Beneficiaries 


I 
The list of beneficiaries permlt- 
;ted under the original law was 
restricted and narrow. 
Many ser­ 
vice men who had no near rela­ 
tives living were consequently un­ 
able to name a valid beneficiary of 
their war risk insurance. 
Again, there were many cases in 
which an uncle or aunt had reared 
a soldier or sailor and he named 
this relative as his beneficiary, ev­ 
en though there were living per­ 
sons within tho permitted class. 
Under the old law, in the event 
of his death his wishes would be 
defeated, and the Insurance puid 
to some person within the permit­ 
ted class. 
Tho amendment elim­ 
inates such difficulties by greatly 
increasing the list 
of 
permitted 
beneficiaries. 
The changes in tho permitted 
class of beneficiaries are retroact­ 
ive to October 7, 1917, the date 
of the War Rsk Act, and all cases 
which are affected by t ii Isl increas­ 
ed list will be reviewed and ad­ 
justed accordingly. 
Another change is in connection 
with so-called “automatic insur­ 
ance.” 
Under tho War Bisk Act 
Automatic Insurance, involving tho 
payment upon the death of the in­ 
sured of $25.00 a month for 20 
years, was provided only for men 
who died in service between April 
ti, 1917, and February 12, 1918. 
The amendment grunts, in addi­ 
tion, automatic insurance for men 
who entered the service from the 
latter date up to and including 
November ll. 1918, and who died 
within 120 days after such 
en­ 
trance into active service. 
The of­ 
ficers and crew of the Naval col­ 
lier Cyclops, which disappeared at 
sea in 1918, are specifically cover­ 
ed by the new law. 
Money Payable to Estate 
An important new feature is (he 
provision that upon the death of a 
service man or ex-service man with 
no member of the permitted Hass 
of 
beneficiaries 
surviving, 
his 
term or converted insurance pol­ 
icy will be paid to Ii 1h own estate. 
Converted insurance is also made 
payable to the insured's estate u p ­ 
on ills death without having named 
a beneficiary, or if the beneficiary 
dies first. 
lf any ex-service man is dis­ 
abled or wishes information con­ 
cerning disability, 
compensation. 
or filing a claim, the Red Cross, 
headquarters ut the 
Public 
Li­ 
brary, will be glad to give him as­ 
sistance.
